Gas retailers 
take ‘case’ to 
supervisors 


County supervisors listened but did lit 
tle else to help the gasoline retailers in 
the county who are complaining about 
the recently adopted ordinance making 
price signing mandatory 

Jerry Wilson, representing the 
Gasoline Retailers Association, present 
ed a petition with signatures of 75 station 
operators protesting the price posting 
regulation. ‘We feel in being required to 
post the price of gasoline we are not 
allowed to compete,’ he said, in stres 
ing that prices are governed by what the 
wholesaler charge the retailer and these 
can vary by as much 48 @ dime a gallon 
across the street 

‘We are caught between the public and 
the government,” Wilson sa#@in asking 
that the ordinance be rescinded 

Supervisor James L. Mayfield, who 
originally proposed and pushed the law 
through the board, objected strenuously 
lo rescinding it but did agree sure 
amendments may be necessary to solve 
certain situations arising from its 
passage and enforcernent 

Supervisor Dennis Hansberger 
recommended that San Bernardino 
County follow Riverside County's plan of 
having stations fly different colored 
flags to indicate whether or not they 
have gasoline available “Information on 
gasoline availability is more important 
than pricing information,” the super 
visor declared 

Supervisor Robert 0. Towensend com 
mented he understands the gasoline 
crunch will soon be ovet and that there 
will be more than enough supply to meet 
demand. Wilson agreed with Townsend's 
observation and urged that stations be 
allowed to go back to ‘‘free enterprise,” 

The supervisors referred the problem 
to county counsel and the consumer 
department to work out a recommenda-

Pesticide 
mill fees 
announced 


SAN BERNARDINO — Roy 
F Camblin, San Bernardino 
County Agricultural Com 
missioner, announced that the 
county's share of the §1,692.- 
081.50 im pesticide mill fees 
collected by the state last year 
will be $17,671.73 

From January | through June 
§W, 1973, the money collected 
was at the rate of eight mills 
per dollar of sales by pesticide 
manufacturers. From July | 
through December 31, i973. the 
rate was six mills per dollar of 
sales by pesticide manufac- 
turers, Cambiin explained 
Five-eighths of this. or $1,087,- 
380.4, is Deing returned to the 
counties a3 partial reimburse- 
ment for their expenditures on 
pesticide regulation and en 
forcement programs. The 
remaining three-eights, he add- 
ed, will be retained by the State 
Department of Food and 
Agriculture to cover the costs 
of evaluating these programs 
and to review pesticides for 
compliance with public and en- 
vironmental safety standards 

Camblin said that the 
pesticide manufacturers mill 
tax program was authorized by 
the state legisiture in 1971, and 
that this is the second year 
refunds have been made 

Camblin added that the ad- 
ditional revenue will help 
relteve the financial Durden of 
the county due to expansion of 
the County § pesticide enforce- 

ment programs.

License fee 
refunds set 
for county 


State Controller Houston | 
Flournoy today announced the 
semiannual apportionment 
among counties, cities and 
school districts of $6,175,384 in 
trailer coach license fees 
collected during the last six 
months of 1973 

San Bernardino County's 
share was $335,271.46. The 
largest apportionment was 
$715,271 to Los Angeles County 
The smallest was $109 to Alpine 
County 

The Vehicle License Fee law 
provides that the license fees 
paid on all trailer coaches 
registered in California be 
apportioned semi-annually to 
the counties on the basis of the 
registered addresses of the 
vehicles. Apportionments are 
made as soon as possible after 
the registration data is made 
available to the Controller by 
the Department of Motor 
Vehicles 

Each County Auditor then 
distributes the total county 
apportionment among the 
county, the city (if the address 
is within a city) and the school 
districts in which each trailer is 
situated. Distribution is in 
accordance with a formula 
prescribed by State law

plan nixed by Montclair 


A reqeest for immediate 
Grafting of a city residential 
Maintenance ordinance by 
Councilman Nelson Gentry has 
been quashed by other 
Montclair councilmen concern 
e¢ abowl residential property 
rights 

Gentry on Monday asked the 
city to bypass the Valley 
Association of Cities — the 
Rine-cits group studying 
remedies for abandoned bous- 
ing in the Pomona Valley — and 
draft a maintenance ordinance 
by the next Montclair City 
Council meeting 

‘Let's “forget about the 
Valley Association of Cities 
Gentry said 

A written report from the city 
administration to the city coun- 
cil Monday stated that the 
Valley Association of Cities has 
“expressed concern for enac- 
ting measures to require proper 
maintenance of occupied 
residential units.” 

The city is also working on a 
housing element to its general 
plan — and the housing element 

is required by state law to deal 
ith the mainhenanee of omnes, 
according to the city staff's 
report 


In addition. the city Planning 
Commission will be asked to 
discuss the proposed city 
Thaamenance ordinar<. 


But Gentry asked for im- 
mediate action by the city to 
require improvements on sud 
Standard Montclair homes 


Gentry maintained that 
without a maintenance or- 
dinance, the city is not protec- 
ting the “constitutional rights 
of residents living near 
deteriorated homes. Gentry 
said the residents have a right 
not to have their property 


devalued by rundown homes in 
the neighborhood 


Gentry proposed that a set of 


standards be set out in a 
maintenance ordinance for 
Montclair homes 


The councilman later added 
that Montclair residents unable 
to pay for improvements could 
take out a home improvement 
joan from the residential im- 
provement fund Gentry propos-

Marv Montes drain | intend to 
run for the ith OCongreswonal 
District Democratic 
nomination but bearing the 
other candidates convinced her 

As a member of the Urban 
Coalition, the %-vear-old 
Pomona woman participated wm 
mterviews with the announced 
candidates in the Gth district 
Democratic race 

There Was a missing 
element among the 
candidates she reiated 

Someone who would push 
some of the issues we feel are 
NECeSsary 

As a woman and as a 
Mexican-American, Marvy 
Montes believes she is “filling a 
void that needs to be filled 
among the Democratic 
candidates 

| feel a responsibility to 
run.” she commented 

The taxation system and 
unemployment are two issues 
Mary Montes beheves “need 
immediate attention.” 

We im the middie class are 
carrying the tax load,” she 
said. “The wage earners in this 
country pay $115 billion a vear 
m taxes and the corporation 80 
billion 

Corporations are able to lake 
advantage of loopholes allowed 
by congressmen dependent on 
the corporations for financial 
backing, she said 

Mary Montes advocates a 
larger individual deduction for 
the average taxpayer, a closing 
of most of the existing tax 
loopholes and making the 
remaining loopholes visible 


One<quarter of our budget 
revenue is lost in non-visible 
tax exemptions,” she said 

The amount of tax dollars lost 
through the farm subsidy 
program or the oil depletion 
allowance should be disclosed 
she maintained, “so we can 
took it and weigh it.” 

Local unemployment could be 
reduced, Mary Montes stated, 
by establishing federally funded 
job training centers that would 
train the unemployed. persons 
for the types of jobs available 
on the market. The centers 
would also train employed 
people for new types of jobs 

New jobs will be opening up 
~~ jobs concerned with ‘‘basic 
human needs" such as transit, 
health and pollution reduction 
— and action should be taken 
locally to place people in those 
jobs, the candidate said 

We need a strong program 
for job development and it has 
to be done with a high level of 
competency,” she stated 

Efforts to deal with the fuel 
shortage and the energy crisis 
are hamstrung for the same 
reasons there has been no 
sweeping tax reform, Mary 
Montes believes 

Congress has failed to 
regulate the oil companies 
because the companies are 
among the largest campaign 
backers, she asserts. ‘What is 
not being clarified for us is why 
the government cant get its 
hands on a national energy 
policy,” she said 

The Democratic candidate 
accused the oil companies of 
anti-trust violations, of having a 
lock on all phases of oil 
production and distribution and 
reducing competition between 
companies by sharing 
information 

On the issue of the Ontario 
International Airport 
expansion, Mary Montes stated 
she is ‘supportive of the people 
in the south Ontario area 

“They're the ones who need 
support — not the airport 
expansion,’ she said. ‘The fear 
that I have is that the airport 
will continue to grow and the 
crises of the people around it 
will be continual 

She added, though, that she 
believes compromise is 
possible between the residents 
and the proponents of the 
expansion 

Although she would represent 
Mexican-American interests in 
Congress, Mary Montes said 
her representation would not be 
exclusive.” 

“Everyone,” she said, “‘is 
facing some of the same 
problems as the Mexican- 
American population 

Mary Montes expects to 
receive her Ph.D. from 
Claremont Graduate School 
this year in administrative 
leadership — the culrnination of 
an eduation that began in the 
Pomona schools when she split 
her time between the 
classroom and working in the 
fields as a farmworker 

During her high school vears 
she worked in a Pornona lemon 
packing house washing lemons 
As a college student at Mt. San 
Antonio College and UCLA, she 
worked to put herself through 
school 

After receiving her master's 
degree from Cal State 
University at Los Angeles in 
urban education, Mary Montes 
worked in Chino, Pornona and 
the Claremont Colleges as a 
teacher, educational consultant 
and a counselor 

She is completing her 
edacation on a fellowstup from 
the Ford Foundation 
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April 11. 1974
